Causes Death of 
Mental Patient 


Dr. Hobbs, Old Timer and Former Mountie, 
Dead From Effects of Fiendish Cruelty 
at Hands of Inhuman Attendant 
Is Coroner’s Jury Verdict 


A story of bestial bruitality was 
revealed at the inquest into the death 
of Dr. Hobbs, former veterinarian in 
the R.N:W.M.P., a patient of the 
Ponoka Mental Hospital. 

Our reporter sat through five hours 
of listening ito evidence given by the 
various witnesses, which at times was 
such that even strong men, used to 
stories of brutality shuddered. It is 
doubtful if ever before in the history 
of the province has such a case of ex- 
treme cruelty been brought to light. 

Picture a man of fifty-seven, in a 
straight-jacket and in bed, being beat- 
en to the point of death by a young 
man of twenty-five, for no greater 
offence than refusing to eat. Imag- 
ine you can hear him pleading with 
his assailant for mercy, to no avail, 
and you will know a little of the exhi- 
bition of bruitishness. It was a sor- 
did story that was unfolded on Mon- 
day afternoon and one that should 
be of vital interest to all people of 
Alberta, if net the whole Dominion. 
That such things can take place in a 
Public Institution is beyond imagina- 
tion, but that they do take place is 
settled beyond a doubt. The follow- 
ing is a report of the inquest. 

Dr. Fitzpatrick, the first witness 
called, told how he noticed that Hobbs 
looked in a very bad condition at 
about two o’clock Wednesday after- 
noon, and upon examination he found 
that the patient was suffering from 
severe bruises on his chest and abdo- 
men, and that he (Hobbs) informed 
him that two or three men had forced 
him to eat, and when he resisted, one 
of them beat him severely. He was 
suffering great pain at this time, so 
much so, that it was impossible to 
make a complete examination. Dr. 
Campbell was instructed to adminis- 
ter to the patient and he also made 
examination, which corroborated the 
report of Dr. Fitzpatrick. 

Everything possible was done to re- 
lieve the suffering of the patient, and 
an endeavor was made to find out who 
was responsible for his condition. At 
about five o’clock that afternoon, Rus- 
sel Lord, an attendant who was pres- 
ent when Mr. Hobbs was being ill 
treated reported to the Assistant 
Superintendent the treatment accord- 
ed the deceased and made a signed 
statement in that regard. 

As a result of Lord’s report, W. 
Scott was questioned in regard to the 
patient and was placed under arrest 
for assault of Dr. Hobbs. Dr. Hobbs 
did not appear to be making any re- 
covery, and his condition continued to 
grow steadily worse, and he died on 
Saturday. 

To continue with the inquest, Dr. 
Fitzpatrick said this was the first 
time a case of such gravity ever took 
place at the Hospital. 

Dr. Fitzpatrick also said that the 
petient was a first class patient, was 
not extremely hard to handle and was 
in good health before the beating up. 
His impression after first examining 
the patient was that sumeone had set 
upon the patient and cduministered a 
severe beating. A. L. Smith, K.C. of 
Oalgary, acting for the crown, asked 
if the Hospital was sufficiently staff- 
ed, and after some hesitation Fitz- 
patrick said it was not. 

Dr. Harold Vango, assistant prof., 
of Pathology, University of Alberta, in 
his report on the post mortem examin- 
ation, said:—He found extensive 
bruises on the chest, on the left side 
of the chest was one massive bruise; 
the lower part of the right 
showed extensive bruises, as did the 
shoulders, throat; a deep 
bruise was found on the throat, going

When asked by Beaumont, lawyer 
for the accused Scott, if the injuries 
could have b ‘en received by knocking 
against anything or by someone fall 
ing on him, Dr. Vango replied, that 
he thought it was impossible for the 
injuries to have been received by ei 


ther method. He said they were not 


made by one blow, but rather by a 
continued pounding of the patient’s 
body. ‘‘ Brutal violence,’’ was the 


way he described it. This he repeated 


| several times. 


Russell Lord told how |. had tried | 
to feed the deceased, and had met with 
resistance to taking the food, and that 
Scott came along, the patient was put | 
into a straight jacket, but still refus i. 
ed to eat. The patient was then taken | 
Into a side room, where another at 
tempt wes made to force the food on | 
After some little while, Scott | 


chest! 


lost his temper and commenced to beat 
the patient. The patient pleaded with 
his assailant for mercy saying, ‘‘Oh, 
please don’t hurt me,’’ ‘‘Please 
don’t’’ but the beating continued for 
three or four minutes, Lord said. He 
also said he had asked Scott to stop 
beating the man, but Scott replied, 
sible to feed him, but Scott replied, 
‘‘He’ll eat this food, even though I 
lose my job for making him do_it.’’ 
Lord then went away. 

When asked if the patient was hit 
while in the straight jacket, Lord said 
he was, and also said that Scott kick- 
ed the patient. Later that afiternoon 
Russell Lord again saw Scott, who 
told him that he’d likely lose his job 
over the affair. 

Dr. Fitzpatrick, was asked if at any 
time it was advisable to use strong 
force to make a patient eat and he said 
‘““No it was not, that assistance could 
always be had by calling the office, 
or the patient could be fed in other 
ways. ” Asked if Hobbs was un- 
ruly, Fitzpatrick said, no, that he was 
a quiet man and the only trouble with 
him was his resisting his food. 

After hearing the evidence of the 
foregoing witnesses and others, the 
jury retired and brought in the follow- 
img verdict:--- 

‘‘Dr. Arthur Hobbs came to _ his 
death at the Ponoka Mental Hospital 
on Saturday, Sept. 15th at 8 p.m., of 
acute pneumonia, the direct issue of 
a severe beating administered by at- 
tendant Scott, on Sept. 12, between 
the hours of one and two p.m. 

Russel Lord was censured by the 
jury for not reporting the affair im- 
mediately after it occurred. 

The Superintendent and manage- 
ment was absolved from all blame. 

W. Scott was arrested on a charge 
of manslaughter following the finding 
of the jury. 

The first intimation the public had 
of the case was when ‘‘Barney’’ Hal- 
pin, Oalgary Herald Representative 
hearing a little bit about the case 
started an inquiry to clear the thing 
up, and it was not long before infor- 
mation was got, that led to the pub- 
lication in the Calgary Herald of the 
details of the case. 

Another thing in connection with 
the asylum that requires looking into, 
is the fact that inmates are escaping 
nearly every day, sometimes in batch- 
es of two or three, and police of ad- 
jacent towns have to be constantly on 
the lookout for these undesirables. It 
is possible that the government, as in 
many other instances, is keeping the 
institution understaffed; if it is not 
understaffed it is about time compet- 
ent keepers were put in charge.

GIVE THEM A CHANCE §'! 


There will be a large measure of 
sympathy with the appeal made by 
General Draper, the new Chief of 
Police of Toronto, for practical steps 
to be taken by the authorities and the 
Churches of Canada to assist ex-con- 
victs to rehabilitate themselves in So- 
ciety. On the part of all real humani- 
tarians there will be nothing but com- 
plete readiness to back up General 
Draper's fine appeal in every possible 
wey. It will, indeed, come as some- 
thing of a shock to many people to 
realize that at this late day it is nec- 
esary for anybody to make such an 
appeal. QOur treatment of ex-convicts 
should long ago have been placed on 


| such a foundation that such appeals 


as the worthy Chief Constable of Tor- 
onto makes would not now be neces- 


| sary. Evidently he has found already 


this weakness in our social structure 
and, like the practical and big-hearted 
man he is, has set out to remedy the 
defeat. 

The attitude of most people to- 
wards the exconvict is far from com- 
mendable one. Usually they regard 
him as a ren to be shunned, never to 
| be again trusted, not to be employed, 
but left to shift for himself the best 
way he can. Unfortunately, this at- 
| titude on the part of his fellow-man, 
|usually has the effect of confirming 
the ex-convict in any unsocial ways 
he may have practiced, and, as he has 
been in company with criminals while 
in prison, it is to that class he turns 
when, unable to find work and denied 
a chance of earning an honest living, 
he faces the problem of living after 
release from jail. It may be taken as 
certain that the majority of ex-con- 
yicts if they cannot obtain a_ liveli- 
hood honestly by reason of being de- 
nied work and of not being able to 
find honest employment, will turn 
again to evil course. It is a most nat- 
ural thing for them to do, and it is 
what any of us would do if we were 
in their place. ‘What is also a factor 
in this perpetuating criminalism is 
the fact that such men meet with kind- 
ness and a helping hand from other 
members of the criminal classes such 
as they never receive from amongst 
the so-calf~d good people—which 
means most of us. 

There is another phase of the mat- 
ter to which General Draper might, 
pevhaps, give some attention, and that 
is the practice of police officers and 
detectives, especially the ‘atter, to fol- 
low up returned convicts and when 
| they discover them to be in honest 
employment to warn their employers 
Cases are on record where this has 
been done. Probably those parasites 
on society known as ‘‘private detec- 
| tives’’ and detective agencies are 
more prone to do this sort of diabolic- 
al thing than the regular police and 
detective forces of our cities. It should 
be made a criminal offence for any- 
body to hound the ex-convict in such 
manner. The man has been punished 
for crime has paid his debt to society 

nd should have a chance given him to 
gc back to his former position of de- 
cency and honor, not a marked man 
for the rest of his life. 

What is required to deal with this 
problem 1s the realization that many, 
if not most, of us would have been in 
the same plight as the ex-convict had 
we received our deserts or been the 
victims of his environment.

They 
may not prove good word of mouth 
advertisers of Canada on their re- 
turn but their friends at home will 
probably be able to size them up cor- 
rectly as the men who didn’t fit in. 
That they are not to be a charge on 
Oanada and not allowed to remain 
here workless and hungry is also a 
good thing. It shows that we are get- 
ting more practical in our methods of 
dealing with the problems of employ- 
ment and that more heart is being 
put into social relationships. 

The one thing to be hoped for is 
that all the balance of the ten thou 
sand miners apart from the three 
hundred don't-fit-ins may be fitted | 
in here permanently. The trades and | 
Labor Congress of Canada are ser- 
iously perturbed about the bikelihood 
of these men. staying here either | 
workless or displacing labor already 
employed. It is enough to make any- | 
body weep for the labor movement 
to see its leaders with such short 
sightedness.
